WASHINGTON, Nov. 83.—The annual re- 


port of Secretary of the Interior Teller 
trives most prominence to the Indian ques- 
tion, and renews the opinions expressed in 
his previous reports. Figures are given 
showing a large increase in the number of 
Indians in the schools 
on reservations 


and throughout the country, though »ha 
department has been crippled by a lack 
of 
appropriations 
to 
carry 
on 
the 


work. The Ganges have taken an advanced 
position 
in 
educational 
matters, hav- 


ing enacted a law through their council re- 
quiring eight months' attendance at school 
of each child of school age, or the for- 
feiture of a year's annuity, amounting to 
about 8100 per capita. An urgent appeal 
for money is made. "It has been the great 
object of the department in dealing with 
the Indian," the report says, "to make him 
self-supporting. 
When an Indian youth 


has been taught to labor he is self-sup- 
porting, if an opportunity is presented to 
him to secure employment 
One great dif- 


ficulty met with is, that when the young of 
both sexes return to the agency there ie no 
retiKinerative employment for .them. They 
Lick capital to open and cultivate a farm, 
aiid if they have required a trade, they find 
no employment of that character. It is as 
necessary that some employment sh(Juld be 
secured for them as it is to teach them to 
labor. An Indian educated at Government 
expense should not be allowed rations, but 
should receive encouragement to labor by 
donations of stoat, implements of agricul- 
ture, etc., and then be compelled to take 
care of himself. Ha has the knowledge 
that enables him to make a living. Vive 
him au opportunity, and If ha fails let him 
give way to t*>se of his race who will work 
and live. If, however, the Indian boy or 
girl prefers to go out auiong the whites as a 
laborer, the Government should encourage 
and aid them so to do. A little money ex- 
ponded in that way will save a large amount 
that otherwise must be expended in their 
support. It ought to be the primary object 
of our dealings with the Indian to make him 
fit-pendent on himself and nut on the Gov- 
ernment: throw him on his own resources, 
with such tt'u only as is occasionally needed 
and ai iioiu.r'1. and good lalth on our part 
demands. All educated Indians should be 
citizens -of the-tJcited States, and I suggest 
that those who s. all complete the lesuiar 
course at the scv al manual labor school* 
be 
given citizcn<-uip without their in- 


curring the risk of a fnrl'i'iture of theii 
interest in either tribal laikls or tribal 
funds.'' The Secretary thinks the greatest 
agency for the civilisation of the Indian N 
the. manual-labor schools, and says that i 
is only necessary to multiply their immbc 
so as to include all the Indian children o 
school as?e, to forever set iit rust the qu.cs 
tioii as to "what shall bo done with (he In 
dians." An honest compliance oji the pai 
of the Government with the conditions o 
the treaties with the various tribes concern 
ing schools will substantially provide all th 
schools required. 


The report renews the reeommemlcvtioi 


that the Indians be disarmed, as their horse? 
and guns are thogre.it hindrances to theii 
civilization. The necessity for logislivtioi 
tor the punishment of crimes on tho reser 
rations is urged, as it has been decided tha 
the United States Courts aro without juris- 
diction. 
The "Court of Indian Offenses,' 


established in 18S3, has proved of value in 
preserving ordor, and it Is suggested that 
these Indian Judges be paid for their ser- 
vices, which are often of an arduous pharac 
tar, and that they be clothed with authority 
to punish minor offenses by Indians on res- 
ervations. 


Secretary Teller does not think the leas- 


ing of their lands to stockmen by tho Indi- 
ans i'-i illegal, but the Indiana aro not pairi 
what the "land is worth, and he thinks tlie 
mattir .should be controlled by the Gov- 
ernment, with the consent of the Indians, 
and fair rental charged. Regarding the 
depredations by the Indians upon the 
sto.;k of the whites, the report 
says 


they can not bo prevented so long as 
the Government fails in its duty and per- 
mits the Indians to starve. But" the dilii- 
eulty is being obviated by the apparent 
greater desire of the Indians during tin:

Tho proceeds oi'the 
siirplue lands, properly used, would make the 
Crows solf-supportlng: In a feu* years at the 
furthest" 


The report reviews at length the fraud 


perpetrated on the Government under the 
pre-emption and timber culture laws, where- 
by valuable land is possessed for purposes 
of speculation or to strip it of its timber, 
and recommends the 
repeal of 
these 


laws, as the Homestead act affowHs abund- 
ant opportunities for the possession of 
land by actual settlers. Secretary Teller 
concludes tlio-t if 
the 
pre-emption and 


timber culture laws aro not repealed more 
liberal appropriations should be made for 
the detection and punishment of fraud on 
the Government through the agency of those 
laws. But even with liberal appropriations 
for the detection of frauds it will be impos- 
sible to prevent unscrupulous persons in the 
thinly-nettled regions of country from appro- 
priating public land by a mere technical 
compliance with the laws, while the spirit 
is violated. There is but one remedy, and 
that is in the repeal of the law DO longer 
necessary to enable the actual settler to se- 


cure a title to the land he occupies on the 
public domain. The public lands ought to 
be reserved for actual settleis, and should 
be conveyed only when the settler has 
shown his good faith by a residence on the 
land for the period provided for by the 
Homestead law. No commutation of horne- 
eteads should be allowed. 


Legislation is asked for to enable the de- 


partment to compel the removal of fences 
illegally erected on the public domain. 


The Secretary deplores the waste of the 


public domain and its absorption by syndi- 
cates and accepts the views of the Land 
Commissioner as follows: 


"It is my opinion that the time has fully ar- 
rived when wastefulness in the disposal of 
public lands shall cease, and that the portion 
_ 
still remaining should bo economized for tho 
iw- use of actual settlers only. An act reserving 
tho public lands, except mineral lands and 
timber reserves for ontry exclusively under 
tho Homestead Laws, and amending the 
Homestead Laws HO as to prevent the present 
easy evasion of wise restrictions and essential 
requirements, would be a measure meeting 
this end. and answering a pronounced public 
domain]." 


The Secretary urges a severe overhauling 


of the laws in relation to the taxation on 
railroad lands. He calls attention to the 
necessity for some legislation to compel the 
railroad companies having earned the land 
granted to them to take a patent therefor, 
so that the States or Territories In which 
such lands iie may have the benefits derived 
from taxing the lands within their boundar- 
ies. 
By the failure of the companies to pay 


the costs of surveying, transfer, etc., and 
apply for patents, a las^e amount of lands 
granted to and held by railroad companies 
under the rulings and decisions of the Su- 
preme Court are substantially relieved from 
State taxation and contribute nothing to the 
fair support of the burden and revenue of 
the local Governments, and at the same 
time deny to the General Government the 
due compensation provided by law for the 
wveys already extended over a portion of 
the lands and the benefit of the enlarged ap- 
propriations intended to secure 
further 


surveys along the line of the roads. An 
earnest desire is expressed that some means 
of adjustments of these grants, as a whote, 
be provided, or some method devised which 
shall, under cover of legislative authority, 
nflt only remedy the evil suggested, but 
enable the department to reach a finality as 
to the titles to be conveyed to these corpo- 
rations. 


Congress is again urged, as in previous 


reports from the department, to legislate in 
reference to lapsed railroad grants, so as to 
open them for settlement, as the depart- 
ment 
has 
no 
power to declare for- 


feited grants not earneA.

a quarter of a century ago are still 
treated as valid subsisting grants and the 
settler forbidden to go thereon, although 
notiiing has been dcme toward the building 
of the road, which must bo built before the 
railroad company can receive the evidence 
of the title given it by the Government so 
many years before. 


With regard to pensions tire Secretary re- 


icats the figures In Commissioner Dudley's 
recent report, are! says: 


"Persons applying for pensions prior to 
Julyl, isso. «ve entitled to pension from the 
time ot disehnrire or the death of tl* person 
on whoso account the claim Is made, unless 
tiio disability occurred after discharge.

In coiisVlc-ratiou of this ex- 
tension the companies should be required 
to file assignment." of all earnings already ac- 
crue* for Government transportation ovei 
non-aided portions of their reads. All future 
earnings for like services over all rowls 
owned, loused or operated by the com- 
panies should be pledged by the terms of the 
aet to the payment of the accruing install- 
ments of the debt as they mature. 


Secretary Teller urges the appropriation 


of $50,000 for educational purposes in Al- 
aska and concurs in the recommendation of 
the Commissioner of Education Wmt National 
aid be extended to public primary education 
based on the number of illiterates in the 
various States. 


The Secretarry expresses confidence in tho 


Civil-Service act, and says that the experi- 
ence of one and a half years has shown the 
system to be a valuable one, and one that 
should have the support of both the Legis- 
lative and Executive Departments of the 


ovemment. The clerks selected do tbpir 


work well, showing that the examinations 
iave been business-like and practical, and 
disproving the belief that prevailed to some 
extent when the act was passed that it 
would be too technical to be poetical. 


Tho report reviews the progress of the 


year in the Patent Department, the Tenth 
Census, the Geological Survey, the Bureau 
of Education, the Yellowstone National 
Park, tho Hot Springs, the Freedman's Hos- 
pital, the Columbia Institution for the Deaf 
ind Dumb, the Hospital for the Insane, the 
Architectural Department of the Capital, 
:he new Pension building, and the recon- 
struction of the Interior Department buiid- 
ug, in all of which a gratifying condition is 
shown to exist.
